Two Scholarships 


The shortage of qualified teachers 
has caused the board of Bow Valley 
School Division to set up two scholar- 
ships of $300 each to induce Bow 
Valley High Sctool graduates to 
enter the teaching profession. ‘The 
two scholarships, each $800, will be 
offered to high school graduates who 
meet the qualifications and who will 
take the Faculty of Education course 
and guarantee to teach for three 
years in the Bow Valley Division fol- 
lowing completion of their training. 
Specific rules ad regulations re- 
specting te svholarships will be 
drawn up and published at a later 
date. This matter was discussed at 
the last regular meeting of the di- 
visiona] board, 

Tihe 1947 budget was another matter 
given serious consideration by the 
board, The board found it necéssary 
to increase the budget somewhat over 
last year. Tiiis was made necessary 
due to increases in teachers’ salaries. 
in tranportation costs, and in the 
necessity of setting up a building on 
capital reerve. Every effort, however 
was made to keep the various items 
of expenditure at the lowest possible 
level consistent with educational 
efficiency. 

The teachers salary vommittee met 
‘with the board to consider salaries 
for next year, The committee request- 
ed that the board establish a $1,4(0 
basic minimum with additional allow- 
ances for qualfications and experience, 
The trustees turned down this pro- 
posal and instead offered a “single 
salary” schedule wtih a minimum of 
$1,200 and payments for qualifications 
and experience. No agreement was 
feuched, Both parties jtowever, are 
‘to consider the matter further at 
the regular meeting in April when 
it is expected further information 
may be available regarding depart- 
mental grants for next year. 

A new library system is tobe in- 
augerated in the Bow Valley schools. 

This wil] be set up along the lines 
of the Dewey Decimal Library  Sys- 
tem with modifications for small 
sehools, The chief purpose of the 
system is to prevent the loss of a 
number of library and _ reference 
books which has normally taken place 
every year. The system will greatly 
facilitate frequent and periodie check. 
ing of all books in the schools,

RESERVE ENOUGH 
FOR 27 CENTURIES 


OTTAWA.—The royal commission 
on coal sharply reduced estimates of 
Canada’s coal reserves, but soothed 
the dismayed with the announcement 
that there should be enough for 
everybody for the next 27 centuries. 

The report said Canada possesses 
about 99,000,000,000 tons of mineable 
coal or about 49,000,000,000 tons 
which is recoverable. 

The estimate, compiled by Dr. B. 
R. MacKay of the federal mines de- 
partment, was based on current level 
of production. 

His total worked out at less than 
10 per, cent, of the only previous na- 
tion-wide estimate, one of 1,360,535,- 
000,000 tons made in 1913 which 
could not be considered an accurate 
estimate fromthe standpoint of 
practical mining.
